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A SUMMARY 
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Or: THE 


R EBELS, Oc. 


| Scotland, came on the gth of No- 
vember 1745, before Carl; liſte, reporting 
they were Twelve Thouſand ſtrong, and 
that five or ſix Thouſand more would fol- 
low them in a few Days : But, being num- 


ber'd at Emont-bridge, they were found to 


be but about ſix Thouſand, 


They immediately ſent a threatning | 
Meſſage, that in caſe the City was not ſur- 
render'd within three Days, it ſhould be 
lay'd in Aſhes, (tho' at the ſame Time the 
Rebels were not furniſh'd with any Mor- 


tars or large Cannon. | The 
| 


HE Rebels having march'd out of | 


[ 
The Soldiers and Militia, - within the 
City, behaved with Courage and Loyalty, 
and, for two or three Days fir'd their Can- 
non ſo briſkly, that the Rebels began to 
deſpair of taking it, and march'd away 
towards Brampton : But, ſuddenly turning 
back again, they openly declar'd They were 
invited to Return; and, that the City ſhould 
be ſurrender d up to them; which accor- 
dingly proved true : For, to the great Sur- 
prize of Multitudes of Loyal Subjects, both 
in the Towns and Country, the City and 
_ Caſtle, with all the Cannon, Magazines, 
and much Treaſure, were ſhamefully ſur- 
render'd up on the 16th of November, 


tho not one Piece of Cannon had, by 
the ſaid Rebels, been fir'd againſt it. 


Having thus obtain'd Poſſeffion of the 
City, &c. they remain'd there a few Days ; 
and then, fluſh'd with Succeſs, march'd 
their Army into Penrith on the 18th, 
19th, 2oth, and 21ſt of November, (leav- 
ing only about one Hundred to guard the 
City) wh 4 they boaſted of their Num- 
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bers, and ſaid, They were not afraid of 
Wap, and his Army; They came to free 
the Nation from Debts and Taxes, to give 
Liberty of Conſcience to all Societies, and to 
eſtabliſh the Conſtitution of the Kingdom upon 
a laſting and happy Foundation ; not doubt- 
ing but they ſhould be at London by Chrift- 
maſs, without having Occaſion fo draw a 
Sword, where they would have great Re- 
Joycings on Account of their Prince. —Invi- 
ting the Country to join them. All 
this was look'd upon as Delufion, and 


ſcarce one Man in the Counties of Cumber- 
land and Weſtmoreland adher'd to them. 


From Penrith the Rebels march'd on 
the 23d of November, and ſo proceeded 
through Weſtmoreland, Lancaſhire, Cheſhire, 
and even to Derby; where the brave DukE 
of Cumberland obſtructing their farther 
Progreſs, oblig'd them precipitately to Re- 
treat the ſame Way they had come. 


In the mean while, of the Hundred 
Rebels who were left in Carliſle, Nineteen 
ame 


came to Penrith the 28th of November, 
and from thence went to Lowther-hall, 
(the Seat of Lord LoyspaLE) intending to 
collect the King's Dues from the County : 
But the Steward being appriz'd of their In- 
tention, rais d Men and Arms, and ,pur- 
ſu'd them ſo ſharply, that while they were 
breaking open the Locks, and plundering 
the Hall, they valiantly attack'd 'em, and 
took Ten cf them Priſoners, whom they 
ſent to the adjacent County Jails, and the 
others were forc'd to wade through deep 
Water to make their Eſcape, leaving their 
Horſes ; but afterwards they took others 
from the Country People, by force, and 
got to Carliſie the next Morning. In this 
deſperate Action, there was but one of our 
Men wounded. 


After this, they ſent terrible Threatnings 
to Penrith, and to ſeveral Places about the 
County, of farther Miſchief which they 
intended to execute ; whereupon the Lord 
LoxspALE, and ſeveral Gentlemen, ſent 
Notice thereof to General Ware, requeit-

ig that he would ſend them One hundred 
fot Soldiers, to ſecure them from their 
ntended Inſults; who accordingly were 
ſent, and remain'd at Penrith till the Re- 


urn of the Rebels from Derby, and then 
narch'd back to their General again. 


The ſurprizing Reports of their cruel” 


ind rude Behaviour, caus'd many People, 
both in Towns and Country, to hide their 
beſt Effects, and fly into Villages, Dales, 


Mountains, and remote Places; for they 
nad moſt inhumanly and violently forc'd 
Mien, Horſes, and Carts, to remove their 


-arriages, and this was generally tyrani- 


ally commanded with Sword in Hand, and 


orrid Imprecations ; obliging the People 
) procure them Meat, Drink, and ſtrong 


iquors, Money, Shoes, Boots, Cloaths, 


ad what ever elſe they thought proper 


demand. 


The Account of the Rebels Retreat 
oming to Penrith on the 14th of De- 
mes, and that the Duxe's Army cloſely 
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purſu d them, the Juſtices, Gentlemen, and 
Inhabitants thereabout, ſet ſtrong Guards 
at the Bridges, Fords, and Ways, in order 
to attack their Vanguard ; but their Huſ- 
fars, having timely Intelligence of theſe 
Preparations for their Reception, rode back 
and ſtop'd the Duke of Perth, and about 
one hundred with him, from going thither, 


That ſame Night Penrith-Beacon was 
illuminated, which alarm'd and rais'd ma- 
ny Thouſands, both in Weſtmoreland and 
Cumberland, who, with loyal and valiant 
Hearts, met together the next Morning, 
being the 15th, near Penrith, arm'd with 
Guns, Swords, Pitch-forks, and other Wea- 
pons, ready to attack the ſaid Vanguard, if 


they dar'd to appear. 


The Duke of Perth, and his Company, 
having Notice of this, forc'd a Guide 
to conduct them thro' By-ways on the 
Eaſt-ſide, in order to get either into Car- 
lifle or Scotland: But the Countrymen 


purſuing them cloſely, got before them

(by another Way) about Longuathby- moor, 
and ſtop'd their March: Hereupon the 
Rebels rode ſpeedily back to Kendal, and 
join'd their Main Body that Night, having 
narrowly eſcap'd being kill'd or taken 


Priſoners. One of their Horſes was 
kill'd, and the Huſſar taken Priſoner. 


From Kendal they came forwards next 
Morning (being the 16th of December) 
towards Shap, and the Villages thereabout, 
| threatning they would burn Penrith, Clif- 


ton, Emont-bridge, and Lowther-hall, and 


plunder the Country for five or fix Miles 
round, for the Affronts (as they ſaid) given 
to the Duke of Perth and his Company, 
and for the Priſoners taken at Loutler- 
hall; and alſo intended to kill thoſe Coun- 
try People, who had hunted them as a- 
bove ; (as ſome of them declared, they 
had Orders to do) but, through the 
Providence of God, and the diligent 
Purſuit of the worthy Duxe of Cum- 
berland and his Army, the Rebels were 


diſappointed of executing that Part of 
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D | 
their barbarous and wicked Deſign ; 
for, juſt as they were going out to burn 
and plunder, Part of the Doxe's Army 
appear'd ; and the Rebels imagining that 
ſome of General Wap E's Horſe would 
come on the Eaft-/ide of them, and that in 
Conſequence thereof a fatal Battle would 
be fought the next Morning, they were 
ſtruck with great Surprize, Terror, and 


Confuſion. 


The Duxkx's Army marched then to- 
wards Clifton, about which Place the Re- 
bels had hid themſelves in Lanes, under 
| Hedges, in Courts, and Backſides of Hou- 
ſes, with an Intent to attack the King's For- 
ces, and cut them .off in their March to 
Penrith ; but, as it pleaſed God, T— 
$——ge, (a Friend who lived in Clifton) 
hearing of their baſe and treacherous De- 
ſigns, and being very uneaſy, how he 
might give the Duxe Intelligence thereof, 
his Son, with hearty good Will (tho' with 
the Hazard of his Lite) went privately 
out of his Father's Houſe, and was ſo ſuc-

ceſsful as to come up with Part of the 
Duxe's Forces, juſt before they came with- 
in Shot of theſe Skulkers, and gave Infor- 
mation of their baſe Intentions, and dan- 
gerous Situation: Whereupon the Dukx 
immediately commanded Part of his Army 
to form themſelves in order of Battle, 
and attack the Rebels before they got into 
Clifton. Shortly after a great Firing was 
heard on both Sides ; and then they went 
to it Sword in Hand. 
Duke's Forces were kill'd, and about 
Twenty of them ſore wounded: Five of 
the Rebels were kill'd, and about Seventy 
taken Priſoners; and as for their wounded, 
no Account could be got, they having car- 
ried them off with them to Penritb, where 


they came in great hurry, muſter'd up their 
Forces, got out their Baggage, Armour, 
and Plunder, and about Nine o'Clock at 
Night march'd from thence, and came to 
Carliſle the next Morning, being the 19th 
of December, where leaving about five 
hundred Mea to defend the City, and keep 


the Duke in Play, they eſcaped into Scot- 
11d, This 


Ten of the 
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This Skirmiſh being over, the Duk x of 
Cumberland, the Duke of Richmond, and 
the Duke of Kingſton, went to T——s 
 S—ge's Houſe, and ſtay'd there all Night; 
but the greateſt Part of the Army remain'd 
under Arms, tho' it rain'd extremely 
hard. Next Morning the Dux viſited 
the wounded Men, leaving ſome Money 
to defray the Expences of their Recovery, 
and then march'd with the Horſe to Pen- 
71th ; which Town had been plunder'd by 
the Rebels in ſuch a cruel and vile manner 
both in their Goods and Proviſions, as 
cannot be well expreſſed. 


As ſoon as the People, round about the 
Country, heard of the Flight of the Re- 
bels from Penrith, they immediately came 
in, loaded with Proviſions, and the beſt 
Entertainment they could procure, and 
with Hearts fall of Joy, and great Glad- 
neſs, welcom'd their Deliverer, the brave

After two Days Stay in Penrith (in 
which Time the Foot, by the Help of 


the Country Peoples Horſes, were brought 


up) the Duxx and his Army marched out 
on the 2 1ſt of December in three Columns, 
and came in fight of Carl;/le about Noon, 
when the Horſe diſmounted, and the whole 
Army prepared to beſiege the City : Upon 
fight of which, the Rebels ſet at Liberty 
about thirty of the Country People which 
they had taken Priſoners, and the Duke's 
German Footman, who they took at Low- 
ther-hall, when they were going to plun- 
der and burn it; but they ſtill detain'd fix 
or eight, as Hoſtages, till Money was gi- 
ven them by the County, for the Affront 
(as they pretended) which was given to 
the Duke of Perth and his Company, as 
before mentioned. 


Carlifle being now beſieged by the 
King's Forces, the Rebels fir'd their Can- 
non from the City and Caſtle deſperately 
ſor five Days, before the Dukx's Artille- 


ry could be got to play, the Cannon and 
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Ball being obliged to be brought from 
Whitehaven, thirty Miles diſtant, through 
very deep Roads, and the Battery to be 
raiſed by the Afſiſtance.eþ Countrymen.— 

But when the Battery was compleated, and 
the fireing of the Cannon of eighteen 
Pounders began, the dreadful and terrible 
Strokes of the Balls made the Houſes ſhake 
exceedingly, the Windows clatter, and fall'd 
the Inhabitants both of City and Country 
with Amazement. 


For four Days this Battery kept Playing, 
in which Time a Part of the Walls being 
ſhatter'd, fome of their Cannon diſmount- 
ed, divers of the Rebels killed, and the 
Reſt greatly terrify d, they ſurrender'd up 
the City on the 31ſt of December, and 
themſelves Priſoners at the Dukx's Diſcre- 
tion, who order'd them to the Jails be- 
longing to ſeveral adjacent Counties, and 
did not execute any of them : Except ten 
Men who had deſerted from Cope's Army, 
and join'd the Rebels, who being found a- 
mong the Priſoners, were immediately or- 
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It is to be Remark'd, and worthy of 
Obſervation, That though many hnindreds? | 
of Cannon were fired from the City, Caſs 
te, and alſo from the Dbx#'s'Battery, (by 
which ſome few Honſes near Carliſſæ were 
ſhatter'd and burnt yet neither Mais, Wo- 
man, Child, Beaſts, or Horſes,” belong 
ing to the County, were kill d; neither 
did any of the Countrymen looſe their 
Lives in hunting the Duke of Perth and 
his Company from Longwathby-manr to- 
wards Kendal; nor in the Skirmiſhes at 
Lowtherhall and Clifton. All which, 
being duly conſider'd, ought to inſpire e- 
very. true Briton with Praiſe, and grateful 
Acknowledgments to Almighty God, for 
his wonderful Deliverance ; and with Pray- 


ers for his future Preſervation from the In- 
ſults of all our Enemies ; and with Loyal- 
ty and due Reſpect to the preſent good and 
mild Government; and with Love to the 
brave worthy Dok RE of Cumberland, who 
ventur'd his Life in imminent Dangers, 
and underwent great Fatigues and Hard- 


ſhips in driving back and defeating thoſe

ies th gur Religion, Laus and Liber- 
fies; and, t a juſt Abhorrence of all 
Popiſh Pretendi and arbitrary Power ; 
and laſtly, with a ſteady Reſolution to 
live as become good Chriſtians, endea- 
vouring to walk worthy of the Bleſſings 
and Favours this Nation has long enjoy'd, 
under the Protection of Almighty God. 
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
